Donald Gunn, attorney and 
former president of the Board 
of Aldermen, said today he op- 
poses the district plan of gov- 
ernmental co-ordination between 
St. Louis and St. Louis county. 


Gunn said he was convinced 
the district government would 
add substantially to the tax bur- 
den of city and county without 
any compensating reduction in 
taxes. 

“This should be obvious 
even the casual observer,”’ he 
said. “Under the plan, we will 
add the cost ot yet another tax 
assessor, a plan commission, a 
traffic division, a civil service 
commission, courts, a police de- 
partment and other legislative 
and executive office holders. 


Tax Cut Unlikely. 


“Whether in the long run this 
plan will make for a more ef- 
ficient operation and therefore | 
a reduction in taxes generally 
is, in my judgment, highly un- 
likely. The reducing of expendi- 
tures for municipal purposes of 
any type is a rather uncommon 
occurrence in these days of spi- 
raling material costs and wages. 

‘In the meantime, an increase 
in the cost of local government 
can only result in dissatisfaction 
on the part of the people, and 
they could never be persuaded 
to vote for another plan if this 
one does not prove satisfactory 
to them.”’

BRITISH DECIDE 
FARTHING JUST 
ISN’T WORTH IT 


LONDON, Oct. 20 (UPI)—The 
British farthing isn’t worth... 
well, it isn’t even worth a 
farthing. 

Queen Elizabeth's Royal Mint 
issued a report that sneered at 
the little coin of the realm as a 
“sporadic irritant’’ and one that 
wasn’t worth the bronze it was 
minted in. 

J. H. James, the Queen's Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, also 
hinted the farthing may not be 
long for a world in which it can 
buy absolutely nothing. A farth- 
ing is worth one-fourth of a 
British penny, and a_ British 
penny is worth about the same 
as an American cent. Before 
World War II a farthing could 
purchase up to two matches. 
Now it cannot even buy a tooth- 
pick.

He could not get lower prices 
even on a special contract in 
October 1956 when supply was 
more plentiful, he said. 

On cross-examination, he ad- 
mitted that in April 1956 he was 
advised of a price cut by Merck, 


Sharp and Dohme of Rahway 
and asked Parke Davis & Co. of 
Detroit if it would meet the lower 
price. 

The Government has indicted 
the five firms on charges of a 
criminal conspiracy to fix prices 
on $30,000,000 worth of vaccine 


from early in 1955 through 1957. 
Other firms accused are Eli Lilly 
Co. of Indianapolis, Allied Labo- 
ratories (Pitman-Moore) of Kan- 
sas City, and Wyeth Laboratories 
of Philadelphia 


Defense attorneys insisted in 
cross-examination of Hovey, that 
price uniformity was forced by 
the Government.

Stanton, who announced fast | 
Friday that CBS was eliminating 
all of its remaining big-money 
quizzes, said also that henceforth 
supposedly spontaneous inter- 
view programs that actually 
have been rehearsed will be an- 
nounced as rehearsed shows. 
This new policy, Stanton said, 
will take effect immediately. 
However, since many shows 
are prepared weeks\in advance, | 
the practice of using canned | 
laughter and applause—sounds | 
tape-recorded on one show and 
dubbed in another—would con- | 
tinue temporarily in some in- 
stances, the CBS president said. | 
Both the National Broadcast- | 
ing Co. and the American Broad- | 
casting Co. declined to comment | | 
on whether they planned to fol- 
lo@ suit with CBS. 


Stanton said CBS was elim- | 
inating programming deceits be- | 
cause, in addition to deceiving | 
viewers, they tended to jeopard- 
ize TV’s integrity. 

He acknowledged that on sev- 
eral of the network’s shows, such 
as “‘Person-to-Person,”’ guests | 
knew in advance the yey 
they were to be asked. Hence- 
forth this practice, where fol- 
lowed, will be disclosed at the | 
program’s outset, Stanton said.

Hint of a Special Session 


Gov. Blair’s repeated hints that he may call 
a special session of the Missouri Legislature 
make at least a preliminary case’ for return- 
ing the legislators to their unfinished business. 

In his latest statement, the Governor says 
Missouri will probably fall $5,000,000 short of 
financing the school foundation program in 
the ‘second half of this biennium. The short- 
age is predicated on school enrollments which 
last year jumped more than 28,000 over the 
previous year’s total, and are still rising, espe- 
cially in the St. Louis area and a dozen urban 
counties. 

State financing of the foundation program 
in full was one of the major aims of the Blair 
administration. A deficit now would repre- 
sent a retreat for the Governor and for pub: 
lic education. | 

Higher education also faces trouble for 
similar reasons. For example, Central State. 
College at Warrensburg expected 2950 stu- 
dents this year but has 3260. State colleges 
will face a major crisis in 1960-61 unless they 
receive more money. But schools are only 
one aspect of Missouri's financial problem. 
Census Bureau figures show why the Gov- 
ernor is concerned about the progress of 
state government. Though these figures are 
for 1957, they would not be changed much if 
they could be applied to the current year. 

Missouri ranked 17th among the states in 
personal income per capita. But Missouri 
ranked 38th in per capita expenditures on 
highways and 3ist in spending on health and 
hospitals. As for schools, where the Governor 
sees an impending deficit, this state ranked 
34th—and 44th in spending on higher educa- 
tion. Yet the state was fifth in per capita 
debt (only $6.94). Missouri collects less tax 
revenue—and consequently spends less—than 
four fifths of the states. 

Before he knew of the coming school defi- 
cit, Gov. Blair had listed revenue, traffic safety 
and highways as major topics meriting legisla- 
tive attention. The 1959 Legislature rejected 
most of the Governor’s revenue program, 
also rejected a withholding income tax, ig- 
nored most of the proposed traffic code, and 
dumped the state highway issue onto an in- 
terim committee which will soon hold its first 
hearing. 

Now the question is whether a special ses- 
sion would’ do any more than the regular 
session did. The answer ought to be that, six 
months later, the legislators would see for 
themselves that they had not done enough to 
sustain state services in accordance with 
growing needs. The Legislature’s unfinished 
business spells accumulating problems for 
Missouri’s hard-pressed government. 


Faint Heart Against a Scourge 


It is unfortunate that not all of the 90 na- 
tions joined in the U.N. World Health Or- 
ganization’s malaria control program are 
wholeheaftedly supporting that progressive 
effort with their financial contributions. 

Surely England, Canada, France, Australia, 
and the 51 other nations that have not even 
made token contributions recognize the im- 
portance of stamping out malaria, not only to 
the malarial areas in which live more than 
a third of the population of the globe, but to 
the contributing countries as well. 

Malaria kills some 2,000,000 persons a year, 
but its greatest toll is in reducing the mental 
and physical vigor of those it has infected. It 
has been estimated that malaria in other 
countries adds more than $350,000,000 a year 
to the cost of goods imported into the United 
States.

country has contributed to W. H. O. 
is—though 90 per cent of the funds that agen- 
cy has received—a small price to be paying 
for the fight against the disease that is still 
the world’s greatest and most costly public 
health menace. 

Some of the countries which are ‘dragging 
their financial feet in the anti-malaria cam- 
paign feel that they are spending as much 
as they can afford on other aspects of assist- 
ance. No doubt they have reason to feel so. 

But malaria control seems a peculiarly mis- 
taken part of the work to be drawing back 
from, particularly when even relatively small 
sums of money will provide incentives and 
morale support on an order far larger than 
themselves. 


All Aboard for Beauty 


Pause a minute or two and hear the story 
of a man, his idea and what came of it. The 
man is rural mail carrier Wayman Presley 
of Makanda, Ill, a village near Giant City 
State Park where the trees are a blaze 
of color in October.

Then the route was worked out and an- 
nounced to the public at modest rates: East 
St. Louis, Belleville, Pinckneyville, Du Quoin, 
Benton, Thompsonville, Reevesville, Golcon- 
da and Rosiclare. The course lay through not 
only stretches of natural grandeur, but three

Senator Kennedy’s Apologies 

Senator John F. Kennedy has added yet an- 
other twist to his record as a sponsor of labor 
legislation. Addféssing the United Auto Work- 
ers national convention, he criticized the 
Labor-Management Act of 1959 as containing 

“many unfair and unsound and one-sided 

provisions.” Mahy features of the law, he 
said, were inserted by the enemies of or- 
ganized labor, not to punish racketeers but 
to “weaken the rights of honest unions.” He 
wound up with an inspirational for. 
labor to go to the- polls and “conso its. 
past successes.” 

What makes this speech remarka ble is oe 
fact that the bill Senator Kennedy 
to the Auto Workers was the same bill which. 


Senator Kennedy, as chairman of the confers — ni 


ence committee, advocated before the Senate . 
last Sept. 3. When he was asking the Senate | 
to pass the bill, he took quite a different line, 


The bill was imperfect, he said. It had 
flaws. Nevertheless he claimed the Senate 
conferees had secured important changes in 
the House legislation, “thereby protecting tra- 
ditional and essential rights.of workingmén.” 
He called it “the best bill we can pass.” Asa 
member of the Senate Labor Committee and 
chairman of the conferees, he said: “I have 
no apologies at all for the bill we are now 
bringing before the Senate.” 


How does Senator, Kennedy want to be re- 
corded? As the sponsor of a bill which con- 
tains many unfair provisions, and weakens 
the rights of honest unions? Or as the spon- 
sor of a bill which protects essential labor 
rights and for which-he has no apology? 

Unfortunately, there is some evidence that 
he wants to be recorded two ways—one way 
when addressing labor audiences, and another 
way when appealing to others. All through 
the labor debate over the past two years, the 
Senator who aspires to the Democratic Presi- 
dential nomination consistently supported the 
union position against curbs on blackmail 
picketing and secondary boycotts. After the 
Senate adopted his bill without such provi- 
sions, he even went to the length of urging 
the House to omit them. But when the House 
insisted upon covering these subjects, and was 
strongly backed My public opinion, the Sena- 
tor acquiesced and urged the Senate to do 
likewise. Now he tells the auto workers that 
the bill weakens the rights of honest unions. 

The record, we think, leaves much to be 
desired. 


Threat to Urban Roads? 


The best answer to White House talk about 
curtailing urban projects under the interstate 
highway program comes from the head of the 
American Association of State Highway Offi- 
cials. Ralph Bartelsmeyer, Illinois highway 
chief, says: 

The traffic in the urban areas is paying 
at least half of the 35-billion-dollar cost of 
the entire interstate system. 

Urban traffic supports so much of the road 
work because urban areas contain the heavi- 
est traffic. For that reason cities can show 
the greatest need for new rdads. Because of 
inadequate revenues the Federal Government 
has had to cut down on intrastate highway con- 
struction, but it would be unjust and unreal- 
istic to make the urban sections the chief vic- 
tims of the curtailment. 


Unpeaceful Peace Offer. 

The French National Assembly has given 
Gen. De Gaulle his formal mandate to seek 
peace in Algeria, and now it must be hoped 
that Premier Debre’s extreme language dur- 
ing the debate will not scare off the Algeri- 
ans. The premier’s declarations that nothing 
can be negotiated except a cease-fire, and 
that France would not let go of Algeria for 
generations to come, are scarcely designed to 
encourage confidence on the rebel side. 

Such talk may be a concession to the 
extreme rightists among those who brought 
De Gaulle to power. It may be ¢aletlated 
appeasement, necessary to the achievement 
of a more enlightened settlement. But it 
cannot be reassuring to the Algerians. 

Yet, as Tunisian President Bourguiba said, 
it would be tragic to. waste the present op- 
portunity for peace talks. He also said each 
side should recognize the political problems 
of the other. If the Algerians are to make 
allowances for some of De Gaulle’s followers, 
the French surely. should not insist—as Debre 
does—that there can be no political negoti- 
ations at all, that the rebels will have'to put 
down their arms and give up everything 
gained in five yeats of fighting. That comes 
too close to unconditional surrender. ‘ 

The best hope is to get negotiations started 
with as, few preliminary conditions as: pos- 
sible. Neither side should be compelled, to 
make damaging concessions in advange. 
Given agreement on an eventual free election 
to decide the future of Algeria, it should be ~ 
possible to achieve the good order and free- 
dom of discussion essential to a welhponme 
ered decision.

way toward offsetting any suspicion 
or resentment that may be occasioned 
by his possession of one of the world's 
great fortunes and a mountain-top es- 
tate to match. 


No one, of course, could calculate 
the odds at this point with any degree 
of accuracy. Actually Mr. Rockefel- 
ler’s chances of election, and quite 
possibly his final decision, will be de- 
termined by the political climate pre- 
vailing next summer. If the race issue 
has finally run its course, or at least 
subsided, below the emotional level of 
a final determinant, and if the con- 
current presidential] contest raises the 
prospect that Arkansas might have a 
Governor with a brother in the White 
House, Winthrop Rockefeller would 
have to be counted among the con- 
tenders.

ST. LOUIS’S doorbell ringing 
championsmp, once held firmly 
by the Real Silk Hosiery sales- 
man and the Fuller Brush Man, 
now has passed to the ladies. 

They’re the volunteer cam- 
paigners, the housewives, busi- 
ness girls, students, career wom- 
en and club members who collect 
for causes close to their hearts. 


This month, some 19,000 are 
ringing doorbells for the United 
Fund. When the last soft chime 
and metallic buzz are only 
echoes on the autumn air, they 
hope to have raised at least 
$340,000. 

Meanwhile, back at headquar- 
ters, Mrs. Frank Hepler is 
watching their progress with the 
eye of a general surveying his 
battle maps. Mrs. Hepler, a 
transplanted Detroit doorbell 
ringer, is chairman of the cam- 
paign’s metropolitan residential 
division, responsible for seeing 
that a collector visits every sin- 
gle home and apartment in city 
and county, from the Missouri 
river to the Mississippi. 

Accepting the chairmanship 
after she had obtained her fam- 
ily’s approval, Mrs. Hepler 
started building her staff last 
April. Operation Doorbell is 
planned with military efficiency, 
with thousands of collectors re- 
porting to 1618 captains; captains 
reporting to 347 district chairmen; 
district chairmen reporting to 84 
regional chairmen; regional re- 
porting to 17 section chairmen; 
section chairmen reporting to six 
associates; associates reporting 
to Mrs. Hepler and her vice 
chairman, Mrs. T. Gaynor Blake. 

Hub of the residential divi- 
sion’s current drive is a two- 
room office at Meramec and 
Kingsbury in Clayton. Lining the 
walls, surrounding the desks and 
files where professional and vol- 
unteer staff people work, are city 
and county maps, marked into 
smaller areas, and huge white 
sheets bearing the names of key 
solicitation personnel. 

If, in the inverted pyramid of 

authority, the line of succession 
breaks down through illness, res- 
ignation or inability to carry on, 
some of the top echelon, includ- 
ing Mrs. Hepler herself, may do 
grass roots jobs of collecting 
money.
